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CONSTITUTION. 


PREAMBLE, 


We, the people ot Colorado, grateful 
to Almighty God fog our civil liberty 
and religious privileges, 1n order to en- 
sure the full enjoyment of our rights as 
American citizens, do make, ordain and 
establish this Constitution of the State 
of Colorado, with the following bound- 
aries, to wit Commencing at a point 
formed by the intersection of the thirty- 
seventh degree of north latatude with 
the twenty-fifth degree of longitude west 
from Washington, extending thence 
due west along said thirty-seventh de- 
gree of north latitude to a point formed 
by its intersection with the thirty-sec- 
ond degree of longitude west from 
Washington, thence due north slong 
said thirty-second degree of west longi- 
tude to a point formed by its intersec- 
ton with the forty-first degree of north 
latitude; thence due east along said for- 
ty-first degree of north latitude to a 
point formed by its intersection with the 
twenty-fifth degree of longitude west 
from Washington, thence due south 


along said twenty-fifth degree of west.

ARTICLE I. 
BILL OF RIGHTS 

Sec. 1. All men are possessed of equal 
and inaltenable natural rights, among 
which are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness, 

Sec. 2, All political power is inherent 
in the people and all free governments 
are founded on their authority, and are 
instituted for their equal protection and 
benefit. No special privileges or im- 
munes shall ever be granted by the 
legislature, which may not be altered, 
revoked or repealed by the same body; 
and this power shall be exercised by no 
other tribunal or agency. 

Sec. 3. The people have the right to 


assemble,in a peacefu! manner to con 
sult for their common good, to instruct 
their Representatives, and to petition 
the Government, or any part thereof 
for the redress of grievances. 

Sec. 4. The people have the right to 
bear arms for their own defense and 
security, but standing armies, in 
time of peace, are dangerous to liberty, 
and shall not be tolerated, and the mifi- 
tary shall at all time be in strict subor- 
dination to the civil power. 

sec. 5 The right of trial by jury 
shall be inviolate, All conrts shall be 
open; and every man, for injury done 
to him in his person, property, or repu- 
tation, shall have remedy by due 
course of law. Justice shall be admin- 
istered freely and without purchase, 
completely, and without denial; speedi- 
ly, and without delay. The penal code 
shall be founded on the principles of re- 
formation, and not of vindictive justice 


Sec. 6. Slavery shall never exist, nor 
involuntary servitude, except for the 
punishment of crime, whereof the party 
shall have been duly convicted. 


Sec. 7. The right to worship God ac 
eording to the dictates of conscience 
shall never be infringed ; nor shall any 
person be compelled to attend or support 
any form of worship; nor shall prefer- 
ence be given by law to any religious 
denomination, No religious test, or 
property qualification shall be required 
for any office of public trust, nor for any 
vote at any election, nor shall any per- 
son be incompetent to testify on account 
of his religious behet, except he be a 
professed atheist, 

Sec. 8. The right to the writ of ea 
corpus shall not be suspended. 

c. 9. AN persons shall be bailable 
by sufficient sureties, except for capital 
offences, where probf is evident, or the 
presumption great. Excessive batt shal; 
not be required, nor excessive-fines im 
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posed, nor cruel or unusual punishments 
anflicted. 

Seo. 10 In all prosecutions, the ac- 
«used shall be allowed td appear and de- 
fend in person, and by counsel; to de- 
mand the nature of the zccusation against 
him, to meet the witness face to face, 
aand to have compulsory process to com- 

l the attendance ot witnesses in his 
Behalf, ands speedy public trial by an 
impartial jurv of the county or district 
in which the offence is alleged to have 
been committed. No person shall bea 
witness against himself in criminal ca- 
ses, nor be twice put in Jeopardy for the 
same offence, 

Sec. 11. In all criminal cases, whatev- 
er, the jury shall have the right to deter- 
mine the law and facts. 

Sec. 12. “The liberty of speech and of 
the press shall be inviolate ; and afl per- 
sons may freely spéak, write or publish 
their sentiments ou all subjects, being 
ponn ble for the abuse of such right; 
and m all tivil or criminal actions foi 
libel, the truth of the allegations may 
be given 1n evidence as justification of 
the eame. ; 

Sec, 13. No person shall be transport- 
! ed from the State for any offence com- 
mitted against its laws within the same 
se and ne cónviction within the State shall 
- work a forfeiture of estate or corruption 
of blood. M

ported by oath. or! affirmation of one or 
more witnesses, pue deseribing 
the place te be searched, and the persons 
or property to he-seized,

Second: No soldier, seaman or ma- 
rine, in the regular army or navy of the 
United States, or their allidé, shall be 
deemed to have acquired à residence in 
the State in consequence of being sta- 
tioned therein, nor shall any regular 
soldier, seaman or marine have the 
right to vote; Provided, That all citizens 
of the State who may enlist in the vol- 
unteer service of the United States, or 
who whilst citizens of the, Territory of 
Colorado, may have enlisted in the said 
service of the United States, Shall be en- 
titled to and retain their füll rights as 
citizens and qualified electors during the 
time they po continpein such service,

ARTICLE IV, 
DISTRIBUTION OF POWERS. 


Sec. 1. The powers of the Govern- 
ment are diyided into three separate 
parts: the Legislative, Executiye—in- 
cluding the Administrative—and the 
Judicial; and no person charged’ with 
official duties under one of the depart 
menta, shall exercise any of thé fanc- 
tions of another, except às in this Con- 
stitution ex resaly ‘provided. 

Sec. 2. All offices shall, before en- 
teriug upon their respective duties, take 
and subscribe an oath or affirmation to 
support the Constitution of the United 
States, and the Constitution of the State, 
and faithfully discharge the duties of 
their respective offices.

WHERFEAS, The Congress of the United 
States did, by an act approved March 
21, 1864, uuthorize the people of the Ter- 
ritory of Colorudo to form a State Con- 
atitution, and upon its adoption, be 
admitted into the Union upon the same 
footing as the original States thereof; and 

WHEREAS, A Constitutional Conven- 
tion, duly elected under the provisions 
of said law of Congress, has so framed 
such Constitution, now, therefore, be it 
ordained:

and the Acting Governor and other off- 
cers of the Territory whe have supervis- 
lon of the holding of elections, shall 
provide for and carry out the same, as 
they would do in a Territorial election. 

Sec, 3. Those favoring the adoption 
of the Constitution. shall cast, at said 
election, a ballot upon which shall be 
written or printed the words “For the 
Constitution ;” and those opposed to. its 
adoption shall cast a ballot upon which 
shall be written or p the words 
“Against the Constitution," 

Sec, 4.—The firat general election of 
State officers provided for in the Consti- 
tution, shall be beld upon the same day 
as is provided for the vote upon ita adop- 
tion or rejection. 1 

Sec. 5. And whereas, The Constatu- 
tion of the United States provides that 
electors of President and Vice President 
of the United States shall be chosen in 
each State in such manner as may be 
prescribed by the Legislature thereof; 

And whereas, The law of Congress 
approved January d, 1845, provides 
that such selection of electors in all the 
States shall be made on the 'Tuesda
